The problem is not a new one. 
It has been duplicated in countless 
homes since ‘ime immemorial. 
However, in hundreds of Canadian 
homes, there is at least one mem- 
ber of the family who does know 
what to do when illness occurs. 

The Canadian Red Cross has 
been among those concerned with 
the teaching of Home Nursing. 
The Red Cross Home Nursing 
Course is an educational program 


taught by volunteer professional, 


nurses to lay people. The course 
consists of at least 12 two-hour 


instruction, demonstration and 
practice periods. 
The _Home Nursing Course 


teaches the members af the class 
to recognize the symptoms of ill- 
ness and how to report these to 
a doctor, how to keep a patient 
clean, comfortable and well nour- 
ished, how to give simple treat- 
ments and medicines ordered by 
the attending doctor. How to con- 
trol the spread of communicable 
disease, how to use community 
health services and how to make 
improvised -equipment. 

Here the students are taught 
how to make a bed snug and tight 
so it will stay made, how to trans- 
form ordinary newspapers into 
bedside .bags; how to bathe, 
change and ‘feed a patient in bed, 


able in the home, in meeting the 
needs of the patient are encour- 
aged. 

The primary aim of home nurs- 
ing instruction is to help individu- 
als to give better care to the new 
born baby, the aged and all others 
ip their immediate family, the peo- 
ple who have’ taken this course 
can be .very helpful in the com- 
. munity needs, 

This is particularly true in time 
of disaster or, epidemics when 
these home | trained. individuals 
may contribute their services to 
neighbors, to accident victims and 
refugees. 

Although ever greater: numbers 
of hospitals are being built, and 
more doctors and _ professional 
nurses. are “béing educated and 
trained, yet the need for better 
home nursing care continues to 
grow. Most doctors depend upon 
someone in the home to give sim- 
ple nursing care to a patient. New 
treatments being developed short- 
en the average days that patients 
stay in hospitals and consequently 
home care assumes even greater 
importance, Children with minor 
ills traditionally have been cared 
for at home as have aged and 
chronically ill, 

Local Red Cross Branches take 
the responsibility of organizing the 
Home Nursing classes and a suit- 
able classroom for demonstration 
and practice, This may be a hall, 
school, or a hospital ward—or it 
could be in a home large enough 
to accommodate a group of 12-20

TRUTH IS FABRIC 
OF BIBLE’S IMAGERY 


A fact which we ought to bear 
in mind as we read the Bible is 
that it is a book of the East, with 
all the Eastern imagery and tradi- 
tional manner of figurative speech. 

It is a mistake to. interpret 
something which is figurative or 
symbolic as literal, but it is 
equally a mistake to imagine that 
he truth of the Bible is any less 
real because it is sométimes ex- 
pressed in parables. 

The woman who lost the piece 
of silver might have been an 
actual woman that Jesus had in 
mind, or she might have been 
symbolic of those who earnestly 
seek and find, 

In the story of the prodigal son, 
we have all the facts concerning 
sin and salvation presented in the 
imagery of the parable. Salvation 
does not mean that the conse- 
quences of sin are entirely re- 
moved, When the prodigal sinned 
he suffered, and there are sins 
that leave indetible marks which 
cannot be removed, 

This does not njean that sin can- 
not be forgiven’ ‘nor ‘does it mean 
that there cannot be spiritual res- 
toration, though the’ consequences 
of sin ofen go on and’ on. 

The great fact is that God acts 
toward His human children like 
the good father of the parable. 
The parable’s imagery shows that 
when men turn from their sins, 
He is full of forgiveness and will- 
ingness to restore them to their 
righful place,
